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PREFACE. 


The  first  rise  of  the  art  of  Medicine  was  owing 
to  various  and  repeated  experiments,  the  results 
from  which,  from  a series  of  observations,  by  length 
of  study  and  long  experience,  first  gave  the  in- 
sight into  the  many  virtues  of  plants,  herbs, 
flowers,  seeds,  roots,  and  barks,  in-  the  Vege- 
table Creation;  also  their  signatures,  what 
part  of  man  they  resembled,  and  to  what  diseases 
incidental  to  the  human  frame  they  could  be  ap- 
plied most  advantageously  with  success.  Con- 
ceiving that  the  art  of  healing  wholly  depended 
on  the  true  knowledge  of  the  action  and  alter- 
ation each  produces  in  the  human  body,  not  by 
their  mechanical  actions,  but  by  their  singular 
properties,  they  indefatigably  devoted  their  time 
to  the  most  minute  inquiries  and  investigation  of 
the  nature  of  man,  and  his  affinity  to  the  vege- 
table creation,  which  they  carefully  committed  to 
writing,  and  handed  it  down  to  posterity.  There- 
fore, from  these  considerations,  the  skill  of  our 
first  Physicians  was  called  experience;  upon 
these  principles,  they  were  themselves  called 
EMPIRICS  ; words,  however,  misapplied  at  pre- 
sent, and  applied  to  the  illiterate  and  ignorant 
pretenders.  Since  knowledge  has  increased,  th« 
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Art  of  Medicine  has  been  influenced  byphilosophy; 
because  the  theory  thereof  is  inseparable  from  a 
good  competency  of  knowledge  in  natural  pro- 
ductions and  causes ; and  frequently  the  terms  of 
philosophical  writers  have  been  transplanted  into 
that  of  the  Physician’s,  which  has  rendered  them 
very  diflScult  for  a common  reader  to  comprehend: 
therefore,  the  art  is  wrapped  . up  in  mystery,  and 
that  heantiful,  serviceable,  and  most  essential  part 
of  Botanical  knowledge  neglected  for  the  use- 
less researches  in  the  mineral  and  poisonous  world 
for  fresh  ingredients  to  compound  in  Medicine,  in 
addition  to  Quicksilver,  (Mercury,)  so  generally 
used  and  given  in  various  shapes  for  every  com- 
plaint, however  trivial,  and  too  often  incautiously. 
To  make  them  become  fashionable  medicines,  so 
industriously  are  they  propagated,  and  as  eagerly 
followed.  In  the  present  march  of  intellect,  there 
is  a fashion  in  medicine,  as  in  other  things,  to  no 
small  detriment  to  the  medical  art. — First,  by  re- 
ducing strength  to  extreme  weakness  ; second,  by 
endangering  the  lives  of  thousands  ; and  third, 
by  causing  so  many  sudden  deaths.  Had  that 
valuable  time  lost  in  seeking  after  the  baneful  in- 
gredients, so  destructive  to  the  human  frame,  been 
spent  in  making  numerous  useful  experiments  from 
what  nature  has  so  bountifully  provided  for  our 
use  and  preservation  in  the  Vegetable  World,  and 
committing  the  same  accurately  in  writing,  with 
•the  true  history  of  Diseases,  (as  the  ancients  did,) 
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instead  of  inventing'  new  theories,  and  inter- 
mingling false  philosophy  with  true  Physical 
Knowledge,  (the  Cholera  Morhm  exti'avaganza 
for  instance,)  the  Art  of  Medicine,  and  its 
Professors,  would  have  been  looked  up  to,  and 
held  in  the  highest  estimation,  instead  of /ear, 
dread,  and  torror,  and  their  persons  universally 
courted,  instead  of  suspected,  by  the  Public  at 
large.  Thus,  their  inattention,  and  too  hasty 
pursuit  after  fame,  and  gaining  wealth,  is  the  only 
reason  why  we  so  repeatedly  hear  of  the  great 
number  of  wonderful  Cures  performed  by  the  use 
of  Patent  Medicines,  even  when  the  Patient  is 
past  all  medical  aid  and  assistance  from  the  most 
eminent  of  the  Faculty. 

Thus,  gentlemen  of  superior  learning,  extensive 
practice,  great  skill  and  abilities,  who,  being  tho- 
roughly acquainted  with  animal  economy,  suffer 
themselves  and  their  skill  to  be  defeated  by  the 
great  use  of  the  very  Medicines  they  wish  to  sup- 
press. Certainly  there  are  some  which  I could  point 
out  which  are  most  skilfully  prepared ; valuable, 
worthy  of  notice,  and  are  becoming  more  sought 
after,  their  properties  more  known,  more  esteemed 
by  the  Public  in  general,  and,  in  course  of  time, 
they  will  not  only  supersede  the  Surgeon’s  skill, 
but  the  most  eminent  Physician’s. 

The  chief  thing  aimed  at  by  this  little  Work  is 
to  make  every  thing  comprehensible,  not  only  to 
the  afflicted,  but  to  the  public  in  general,  by  making 
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clear  to  their  common  understanding  those  various 
technical  terms  unavoidably  used,  which  Anatomy, 
Physic,  and  Medicine  abound  in. 

For  if  there  is  any  thing  of  Science  in  the 
Art  of  Medicine, itis,  or  ought  to  be,  conducted 
by  Demonstrations,  because  conversant  with 
objects  cognizable  only  by  the  pure  EVIDENCE 
of  SENSE  and  REASON.

few  of  the  numerous  and  most  dangerous  symptoms, 
forerunners  of  these  dreadful  diseases,  apprising 
them  of  their  danger,  if  neglected;  beginning, 
first,  with  an  analysis  of  the  effects  of  the  BILE, 
and  what  it  is,  devoid  of  all  professional  enigma, 
firmly  believing  it  to  be  the  origin  of  all. 

The  BILE  is  a yellow  fluid,  very  bitter,  commonlv 
called  yellow  choler.  It  is  a compound  of  aqueous, 
saline,  resinous,  and  sulphurous  parts,  greatly 
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attenuated;  and  being  so  intimately  mixed  together, 
makes  it  saponaceous,  penetratmg,  and  exceed- 
ingly appropriate  to  complete  the  dissolution  of  the 
sulphurous,  gummy,  mucilaginovs,  and  saline  parts 
of  the  aliments  conveyed  into  the  stomach.  It  is 
first  collected  in  the  gall-bladder,  separated  in  the 
liver,  and  discharged  into  the  lower  part  of  the 
duodenum,  or  jejunum,  {the  first  division  of  the 
intestines,)  by  the  common  duct ; when  neglected 
and  suffered  to  be  retained  too  long  in  the  stomach, 
it  becomes  a sharp,  corroding  caustic,  which  regur- 
gitate to  the  nervous  membrane : being  then 
vitiated,  it  produces  an  accumulation  of  crudities, 
from  whence  arise  the  jaundice,  violent^aiw/enaes, 
helching,  head-aches,  nausea,  sickness,  uneasiness 
in  the  stomach,  griping  pains  in  stomach  and 
howels,  &c.  ; in  some  it  is  green,  and  in  some 
black ; then,  if  a redundancy  of  the  cystic  bile 
takes  place — that  being  of  a strong  acid  and  pur-, 
gative  nature — then  follows  a violent  retching, 
vomiting,  and  purging ; and  all  the  symptoms  of 
the  now  termed  cholera  morbus  follows,  for  which 
it  is  often  taken  by  the  faculty. 

The  CARDIALGIA,  or  HEART-*BURN,  generally 
precedes  the  bile,  which  affects  the  person  more 
or  less  with  a great  heat  in  or  about  the  pit  of  the 
stomach,  with  anxiety,  a nausea,  and  very  often 
retching.  If  attended  with  a sick  head-ache, 
vomiting  mostly  follows,  originating  from  vitiated 
humours  in  the  stomach  vellicating  (a  convulsive 
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motion)  as  if  gnawing  the  stomach  itself,  which  is 
called  by  the  ancients  cardia  ; the  stomach  thus 
vitiated,  a pciinful  sensation  is  excited,  and 
spasmodic  constrictions,  which  cause  a nausea  and 
vomiting ; sometimes  it  proceeds  from  wind,  in- 
digestion, and  worms,  but  more  frequently  from 
congestidn  (t/ie  settling  of  humours  in  some  part  oj 
the  body)  of  blood  about  the  stomach  ; all  fore- 
runners of  the  gravel  and  stone. 

The  STONES  in  the  gall-bladder  are  soft, 
and  mostly  of  a light  colour,  like  plaster,  mortar, 
or  small  nutmegs;  and,  when  cut  in  two,  shew 
many  rings  of  a yellow  and  brown  colour.  If  they 
are  rough  and  hard,  angular,  and  of  a deep  colour, 
denotes  they  proceed  from  the  gall-bladder : the 
symptoms  of  these  are  most  dreadful  while  passing 
through  that  slender  canal,  which  produces  a heavy 
pressure  and  acute  pain  in  the  region  of  the  liver, 
the  pit  of  the  stomach  ; gripes,  and  excruciating 
torture,  affect  the  whole  cavity  of  the  abdomen, 
joined  with  nausea,  violent  retching,  cardialgia. 
anguish,  and  a violent  heat  from  costiveness,  &c. 
If  the  stone  is  large  and  rough,  and  firmly  fixed  in 
the  biliary  duct,  BE  AT  a is  certain. 

When  the  stones  ai*e  in  the  kidneys,  they 
produce  a dull  pain  therein,  urine  mixed  with 
blood  after  walking,  or  any  violent  motion  of  the 
body;  more  so  from  riding  on  horse  or  in  a carriage; 
the  urine  being  mixed  with  ca7'uncles,  pus,  and  fila- 
ments ; these  .-symptoms,  if  attended  with  the  gravel, 
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a nephritic  paroxysm  comes  on  with  a fixed  pain  in 
the  loins,  and  a numbness  on  the  inside  of  the 
thigh  on  the  same  side  afflicted  ; when  the  gravel 
or  stone  begins  to  move,  and  is  making  its  way  into 
the  ureter,  the  pain  then  begins  to  be  more  or  less 
acute,  according  to  the  form,  figure,  or  size  of  the 
stone.  In  that  case,  sometimes  the  pains  are  so 
excruciating  and  lasting,  that  an  exhaustion  fol- 
lows ; and,  if  of  long  duration,  in  that  case  a 
coldness  seizes  the  extremities,  attended  with  a 
nausea,  vomiting,  a spastic  constriction  of  the  pre- 
cordia  (the  fore  part  of  the  region  of  the  thorax, 
or  breast),  a difficulty  of  passing  urine,  o.  constipa- 
tion of  the  helly,  a straitness  of  breath,  inquietude' 
loss  of  appetite  and  strength  ; a syncope  (a  faint- 
ing or  swooning) ; and  when,  unfortunately,  an 
entire  suppression  of  urine  takes  place,  with  a 
coldness  of  the  extremities,  followed  at  the  same 
time  by  convulsions  of  the  tendons,  death  is  fast 
APPROACHING. 

If  a small  stone  is  passing  through  the  ureter 
into  the  bladder,  in  such  case  it  may  be  expelled 
by  the  LITHONTRIPTIC ; but  if  it  should  be  re- 
tained in  the  bladder,  it  increases  by  apposition  of 
fresh  matter ; but  if  the  original  stone  remains 
there  loose,  and  orbicular,  like  a pea  or  kernel, 
then  this  matter,  by  motion,  forms  additional  coats ; 
when  thus  increased,  they  are  of  a reddish  white, 
purple  colour,  or  of  a blueish  cast. 

When  the  stone  is  thus  in  the  bladder. 
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puTulent  urine  appears — an  inability  of  discharging 
the  urine  unless  in  a supine  position — and  coming 
away  by  drops,  or  suddenly  stopping  with  a heat 
and  pain,  after  a full  stream,  followed  with  an 
acute  pain  in  the  neck  of  the  bladder,  with  great 
heat  on  motion  from  any  kind  of  exertion,  and  a 
•white,  thick,  copious,  foetid  mucus  and  sediment. 
If  after  these  symptoms  a catheter  is  inserted,  the 
stone  may  be  discovered,  and  if  after  this  it  is 
suffered  to  fix  itself  in  the  urethra,  or  any  particle 
after  being  split  or  broke,  dreadful  are  the  effects 
that  follow,  till  it  can  be  dissolved,  removed,  or 
extracted,  which  is  a very  difficult  task  for  the 
most  skilful  operator,  or  even  by  the  aid  of  a 
noted  operator,  with  his  forceps,  or  newly-invented 
instruments  for  the  purpose,  which  are  certainly 
very  ingeniously  contrived  ; but  in  some  cases  the 
operation  of  the  knife  must  be  resorted  to,  to 
extract  the  stone  or  pieces,  which  operation  is 
equally  dreadful  and  dangerous. 

When  the  stone  has  continued  long  in  the 
urethra,  the  appetite  then  begins  to  decay,  and  a 
nausea  and  violent  reaching  to  vomit,  with  dread- 
ful pains,  supervene  till  the  patient  is  consumed 
by  a hectic  heat,  which  hastens  dissolution.  The 
pain  is  in  some  cases  attended  with  an  inflammation 
of  the  stomach  and  intestines,  from  which  a stop- 
page of  urine  is  often  produced,  and  followed  by 
n dropsy  in  the  breast. 

As  the  bladder  is  always  in  a state  of  affliction 
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from  these  dreadful  diseases,  and  the  only  part 
which  can  be  operated  upon  by  surgical  aid,  I 
shall  give  a short  description  of  it?,  formation,  use, 
and  action  ; and  as  all  diseases  causes  remarkable 
changes  in  the  urine,  contained  and  retained 
therein,  shall  also  make  a few  observations  on  it 
for  general  information. 

The  bladder  is  composed  of  three  coats. 
The  FIRST  is  the  covering  of  the  Peritonaeum 
( a thin,  soft  membrane  which  encloses  all  the 
bowels  contained  in  the  lower  belly );  the  second 
is  composed  of  muscular  fibres  which  run  irregular 
several  ways  ; and  the  third,  which  is  full  of 
wrinkles  for  facilitating  its  dilation,  is  both  glan- 
dulous  and  nervous.  Its  glands  separates  a viscous 
and  slimy  matter  which  defends  it  from  the  acri- 
mony of  the  salts  in  the  urine ; around  its  neck  is 
encircled  a small  muscle  which  contracts  its  orifice, 
that  the  urine  may  not  run  out  but  when  it  thrusts 
open  the  passage,  by  its  second  coat,  which  is 
called,  detrusor  urince  (forcer  of  the  urine),  the 
blood-vessels  of  the  bladder  are  branches  of  the 
hypogastrics  (arteries  and  veins').  Its  nerves 
come  from  the  intercostals  (arteries,  veins,  and 
nerves,  which  branches  between  the  ribs),  and 
their  use  is  to  be  a reservatory  of  the  urine,  that  it 
may  not  incessantly  run  from  us,  as  it  is  separated 
in  the  kidneys.  The  sides  of  the  bladder  are  thus 
guarded  by  a mucilaginous  fluid,  excreted  by 
the  glands  which  are  formed  between  its  coats  ; 
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this  fluid  forms  a kind  of  glair,  which  falls  to  the 
bottom  of  the  pot  or  vessel  when  a person  is 
afflicted  with  the  gravel  or  stone. 

The  urine  is  a serous  and  saline  fluid,  mostly 
of  a citron  colour,  separated  from  the  blood  which 
the  emulgent  arteries  carry  to  the  kidneys,  from 
whence  it  descends  to  the  bladder  by  the  ureters; 
and  when  nature  requires  to  be  relieved,  is  emitted 
from  time  to  time  by  the  canal  of  the  urethra. 
The  urine  is,  thereibre,  the  serosity  of  the  blood, 
but  not  pure,  being  loaded  with  saline,  sulphurous, 
and  terrestrial  particles,  of  which  it  is  the  men- 
struum vehicle  and  index  of  disease.  When  the 
urine  is  light,  thin,  and  watery,  it  denotes  the 
person  to  be  afflicted  with  internal  spasms,  hysteric 
passion,  hypochondriac  pains,  cardialgia,  convul- 
sive cholic,  and  the  stone,  or  stone  and  gravel. 
When  it  is  intensely  yellow,  shews  that  there  is  a 
defect  in  the  bile,  and  that  the  jaundice  is  fast 
approaching  ; and  if  brown  or  black,  the  black 
bile  or  choler  is  generating,  with  other  dangerous 
symptoms,  as  before  observed,  which  proceeds 
from  an  impeded  secretion  of  the  bile  in  the  liver. 
When  it  abounds  with  much  tartarous  matter, 
which  is  known  by  its  adhering  to  the  sides  of  the 
pot  or  vessel,  it  is  a sure  sign  of  a disposition  to 
the  gravel  or  stone,  or  both,  and  if  there  is  small 
sand  therein,  it  denotes  that  these  disorders  are 
actually  present.  When  a thick  turbid  urine, 
with  a copious  sediment,  when  thrown  on  the  hot 
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coals  produces  a foetid  smell,  denotes  the  bladder 
to  be  in  a state  of  ulceration,  mostly  caused  from 
the  stone  being  broke  or  split  in  pieces,  which 
pieces  lacerate  the  coats.  In  the  strangxiary,  the 
water  is  a little  muddy,  salt,  and  sharp,  with  fila- 
ments, shews  that  there  is  seme  spasmodic  dis- 
order affects  the  sphincter.  If  blood  is  mixed 
with  the  urine,  like  the  washings  of  flesh  or  red 
wine,  and  change  to  a purple  colour,  it  proceeds 
from  the  kidneys  ; but  if  it  be  of  a brownish  black, 
it  comes  from  the  veins  of  the  bladder. 

Of  the  Cholera  Morbus,  or  Vomiting 
AND  Looseness. 

This  disease  is  generally  preceded  with  every 
symptom  of  the  bile,  as  before  described,  which, 
by  being  neglected,  soon  discovers  itself.  First, 
from  the  stomach  being  over-loaded  with  the 
yellow  hile  or  clioler,  which  is  very  bitter,  (all 
strong  bitters  being  powerful  emetics,)  and  by 
being  two  long  retained  in  the  stomach,  causes  a 
nausea,  sickness,  sick  head-ache,  and  vomiting, 
which  by  a redundancy  of  the  cystic  bile,  that 
being  of  an  acid,  strong,  solvent,  and  purgative 
nature,  immediately  forces  its  way  into  the  bowels, 
there  quickly  fluidizing  their  contents  ; after  which 
becoming  acrimonious.  All  of  a sudden,  a violent 
vomiting  takes  place,  and  almost  instantly,  mostly 
follows  a violent  purging.  Sometimes  the  contents 
of  the  last  meal  are  voided  first ; afterwards  comes 
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bilious  humours,  mixed  more  or  less  with  mucus, 
followed  by  those  of  yellow,  then  black,  often  ex- 
ceeding acid,  and  almost  as  corrosive,  together 
with  eructations  and  wind,  followed  sometimes  by 
blood  itself.  The  return  of  the  vacuations  are 
verv  frequently  attended  with  most  acute  pains, 
with  inflammation  and  rumbling  of  the  intestines, 
chiefly  above  and  about  the  navel,  and  most  rack- 
ing cardialgia ; as  the  disease  increases,  the  thirst 
becomes  great,  followed  with  dreadful  fainting, 
acidulated  qualms,  palpitation  of  heart,  and  the 
whole  is  in  dreadful  agitation ; then  a violent 
vomiting  and  purging  takes  place,  with  feelings 
which  cannot  be  described.  If  to  excess,  danger 
is  fast  approaching.  The  patient  is  covered  with 
a cold  sweat,  swooning  away,  insensible,  and  terri- 
ble convulsions  immediately  take  place;  if  so, 
the  danger  is  great. 

There  is  no  disorder  destroys  human  life  sooner, 
if  not  skilfully  treated  ; sooner,  especially,  if  it 
attacks  old  persons  or  young  children,  or  such  as 
are  already  weakened  by  medicine  or  disease ; or 
those  who  have  indulged  to  excess  in  drinking 
spirits,  &c.  The  more  caustic  the  matter  is  when 
voided,  the  more  intense  the  thirst  and  heat, 
which  indicates  a greater  certainty  of  danger. 
And  if  the  black  bile,  mixed  with  black  blood, 
appears,  the  cramp  immediately  follows — the  whole 
system  becomes  black,  as  if  putrid — and  under 
these  circumstances  death  is  certain. 

Faintings,  swooning  away,  violent  hiccuping, 
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coldness  of  the  extremities,  cold  sweats  and 
clammy,  are  bad  signs. 

But  if  the  voviiting  ceases,  the  patient  can  sleep 
soon  after,  and  is  fortunate  enough  to  be  able  to 
pass  wind  downwards,  he  is  safe,  and  by  the  appli- 
cation of  strengthening  things  will  soon  recover. 

This  disease  generally  begins  in  the  month  of 
August,  but  seldom  reaches  September,  unless  some 
cases  arise  from  excess  of  drinking,  and  eating  fruits. 

Therefore  it  is  evident  that  when  the  bile  so 
exceeds  the  quantity  of  acrimony  as  to  irritate  the 
bowels  and  stomach,  and  to  eject  both  upwards 
and  downwards,  it  must  be  the  sole  origin  of 
the  CHOLERA,  commonly  called  the  cholera 
MORBUS. 

Having  digressed  from  the  general  subject,  by 
taking  a comparative  view  of  the  two  diseases, 
and  shewing  the  similarity  of  symptoms  attending 
both,  I flatter  myself  of  fully  proving  that  the  bile, 
neglected,  is  the  origin ; and  by  so  doing,  I have 
rendered  some  service  to  my  fellow-men  by  thus 
apprizing  them  of  the  dreadful  consequences  which 
arise  from  neglect,  and  by  guarding  them 
against  all  future  occurrences  ; AS  prevention 
IS  EQUAL  TO  CURE. 

Therefore,  the  whole  and  best  intention  of  ob- 
taining that  cure  consists  only  in  the  easy  exclusion 
of  the  stone,  or  calculi,  gravel,  &c.,  as  soon  as 
possible,  and  preventing  a formation  of  either  in 
future. 

By  the  early  use  of  the  Lithontriptic,  not 
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only  are  the  dreadful  symptoms  but  the  disease 
destroyed,  and  in  time  a wonderful  cure  accom- 
plished. 

It  dissolves  the  stone  or  calculi,  gravel,  sand,  and 
all  concreted  substances  formed  in  the  gall-bladder , 
kidneys,  and  bladder.  It  expels  insensibly  the 
same  with  all  tartarous  matter  or  mucilage 
secreted  therein ; relieves  in  a few  hours  the 
stranguary , sciatica,  lumbago,  and  all  complaints 
incidental  to  the  back  and  loins.  It  opens  the 
bowels,  provokes  urine,  opens  and  removes  all 
obstruction  from  the  lungs,  heart,  liver,  kidneys, 
and  bladder ; expels  wind,  and  all  complaints 
arising  therefrom ; renews  and  invigorates  the  animal 
spirits  ; cherishes,  revives,  and  restores  the  nerves ; 
also  purges  and  removes  the  black  choler. 

It  is  nephritic,  cardiac,  pulmonic,  cathartic, 
hepatic,  detergent,  aperient,  carminative,  deob- 
struent, ischuretic,  neurotic,  traumatic,  and  an 
excellent  malanagogue. 

Directions  for  taking  the  Lithon- 
triptic,  or  Dissolvent. 

A small  teaspoonful  to  be  taken  in  a wine 
glass  of  cold  boiled  or  distilled  water  at  eleven  in 
the  forenoon,  four  in  the  afternoon,  and  the  last 
on  going  to  bed.  And  in  whatever  state  the 
disease  is  in,  give  as  much  motion  to  the  body,  by 
gentle  exercise,  as  can  be  borne  comfortably ; and

by  the  use  of  this  Lithontriptic,  the  stones,  &c., 
are  dissolved  like  soap,  and  expelled  insensibly 
and  invisibly  in  the  form  of  urine. 

Abstain  from  all  excess,  also  from  acids, 
pickled  or  salt  meats,  and  all  unripe  fruits.  Ripe 
fruits,  must  be  eaten  very  sparingly.  i For  drink, 
make  a decoction  of  marsh-mallows,  parsley,  and 
liquorish  roots.  Whey,  milk,  or  milk-and-water, 
soda  water,  and  weak  gin-and-water,  may  be 
used.  And  according  'to  the'' seasons,  spinnage, 
parsley,  radishes  of  all  kinds,  succory,  purslane, 
turnips,  leeks,  celery,  and  onions,  may  be  used  in 
any  form  with  safety. 

No  water  must  be  used  but  what  has  been 
boiled,  distilled,  or  filtered. 


To  obtain  the  calx  by  the  dissolution  of  the 
stone,  calculi,  sand,  gravel,  &c.,  let  the  urine 
made  in  the  night,  in  any  vessel,  stand  for  24 
hours  or  more  in  the  open  air,  then  carefully  pour 
off  the  water  without  disturbing  the  precipitation, 
after  which  place  the  vessel  on  a gentle  fire  till  all 
the  moisture  left  is  evaporated,  then  rub  or  scrape 
off  the  calxs  fold  each  in  a piece  of  paper,  and  by 
sending  the  same  enclosed,  post  or  carriage  paid, 
to  No.  64,  Quadrant,  any  question  on  the  subject 
will  be  punctually  answered,  and  where  a great 
number  of  specimens  may  be  seen.

A well  known, 
SAFE,  and  INFALLIBLE  REMEDY  for  this  baneful 
disease.  The  symptoms  this  HYDRA  assumes  are 
numerous,  terrible,  and  dangerous,  and  frequently 
baffle  the  most  skilful  physicians,  which  are 
as  follows : — 

WORMS,  LUMBRICI  or  VERMES, 
with  their  most  important  symptoms, 

A disease  arising  from  some  of  those  reptiles 
being  generated  and  growing  in  the  body,  whence 
frequently  terrible  symptoms  proceed.  Those  in- 
festing the  human  body  are  many,  but  the  most 
dangerous  are  the  three  following  : — viz.  The 
ASCARIDES,  or  round  and  short  white  worm  ; the 
TERES,  or  round  and  long  worm,  pointed  at  both 
ends,  cream  coloured  ; and  the  taenia,  or  tape 
WORM. 

The  ASCARIDES  have  usually  their  seat  in  the 
rectum  ; the  round  worms  are  about  a span  long, 
round  and  smooth ; they  are  seated,  for  the  most 
part,  in  the  upper  and  small  intestines;  but  some- 
times lodged  in  the  stomach  and  in  any  part  of  the 
intestines,  even  to  the  rectum.  The  TAPE  WORMS 
are  from  two  to  forty  feet  long  ; they  generally 
possess  the  whole  tract  of  the  intestines,  but  espe- 
cially the  ileum  or  jlank  and  small  intestines,  they 
very  much  resemble  a tape  in  their  appearance, 
from  whence  the  name  of  tape  w'orm  originates. 
Symptoms  produced  by  the  ascarides  are,  an  uu- 
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eEsiri6ss  in  the  howcls,  and  an  intolBvcihlc  itching 
in  the  fundament,  which  usually  conies  on  in  the 
evening',  and  prevents  sleep ; they  are  attended 
with  heat  \ sometimes  produce  a swelling  in  the 
rectum;  and  if  these  symptoms  are  not  imme- 
diately relieved,  a tenesmus  is  brought  on,  with  a 
mucous  dejection;  sometimes  a violent  griping  in 
the  lower  part  of  the  abdomen,  a little  above  the 
os  pubis.  If  this  pain  is  very  severe,  a bloody 
mucus*  follows,  in  which  may  be  found  asca- 
rides  alive,  which  are  generally  the  cause  of 
violent  pains  in  the  head. 

Purging  will  lessen  this  slime,  and  will  no  doubt 
give  the  patient  relief  for  a time ; and  it  is  not 
unlikely,  that  the  worms  which  are  not  forced 
away  by  this  quickened  motion  of  the  intestines, 
may,  for  want  of  a proper  quantity  of  it,  languish, 
and  at  last  die  ; for  if  the  ascarides  are  taken  out 
of  their  mucus  and  exposed  to  the  open  air,  they 
immediately  become  motionless,  and  apparently 
die.  Therefore,  purges  alone  is  of  little  conse- 
quence in  the  cure  of  all  other  worms  as  well  as 
ascarides  ; these  insects  or  reptiles  being  always 
defended  by  the  mucus  from  the  immediate  action 

» Mucus  is  a slime,  and  is  the  proper  nest  of  the  ascarides,  in 
■which  tliey  live,  and  is  perhaps  the  food  on  which  they  are 
nourished.  It  is  this  mucus  which  preserves  them  unhurt,  though 
surrounded  with  many  liquors,  the  immediate  touch  of  which 
would  be  fatal.  I can  hardly  satisfy  myself  by  what  instinct  they 
lind  it  out  in  the  human  bodv,  and  by  what  means  they  get  at  if; 
but  it  is  observable  in  many  other  parts  of  nature,  as  well  as  here, 
that  where  there  is  a fit  soil  for  the  hatching  and  growth  of 
animals  and  vegetables,  nature  has  taken  sufficient  care  that  their 
seeds  should  find  the  way  thither. 
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of  those  medicines  ; from  this  case  we  may  easily 
see  why  it  is  so  difficult  to  destroy  them. 

As  the  worms  which  reside  in  the  cavities  of  the 
human  body  are  never  exposed  to  the  air,  by  which 
all  living;  creatures  are  invig;orated,  it  is  evident, 
that  in  themselves  they  must  be  the  most  tender  of 
all  creatures  imaginable  ; and  much  less  power  is 
required  to  kill  them  (could  they  be  come  at)  than 
any  of  our  common  insects.  The  most  pernicious 
substances  to  any  of  the  common  insects  are  oil, 
caustic,  fixed  alkali,  lime,  and  lime  water.  Put 
common  salt  on  an  earth  worm,  snail,  or  slug : the 
salt  dissolves  their  mucus,  and  they  instantly  swell, 
wreathe,  and  die.  The  oil  operates  by  shutting 
up  the  pores  of  their  bodies  ; the  lime  water,  lime 
and  caustic  alkali,  by  dissolving  their  very  sub- 
stance. In  the  case  of  intestinal  worms,  however, 
the  oil  can  have  very  little  effect  upon  them,  as 
they  are  defended  from  it  by  the  moisture  and 
mucus  of  the  intestines ; the  like  happens  with 
lime  water ; and  therefore  it  is  necessary  that  the 
medicine  should  be  of  such  a nature  as  to  destroy 
both  the  mucus  and  insects  together  ; for  which 
purpose  this  before-mentioned  INVALUABLE  spe- 
cific is  both  safe  and  efficacious  ; nor  is  it  probable 
that  any  case  of  worms  whatever  can  resist  the 
proper  use  of  this  medicine,  as  it  will  eradicate 
both  worms  and  seed.  A very  large  dose  of  any 
salt,  indeed,  will  also  destroy  the  mucus  and  the 
worms  ; but  it  is  apt  to  inflame  and  excoriate  the 
stomach  and  intestines,  and  thus  to  produce  wrose 
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distempers  than  that  which  it  was  intended  to  cure. 
The  long  round  worms  seem  to  be  the  most 
dangerous  which  infest  the  human  body,  as  they 
often  pierce  through  the  stomach  and  intestines, 
and  thus  bring  on  a miserable  death.  The  com- 
mon symptoms  of  these  are  nausea,  vomiting, 
looseness,  fainting,  slender  intermitting  imlse, 
itching  in  the  nose,  and  epileptic  fits.  By  the  con- 
sumption of  the  chyle  they  produce  hunger,  pale^ 
ness,  weakness,  costiveness,  tumour  of  the  abdomen, 
eructations  and  rumbling  of  the  intestines  ; but  it 
is  from  the  perforation  of  the  intestines  that  the 
disease  proves  so  frequently  fatal.  A child  may 
be  known  to  have  worms  from  his  cold  tempera- 
ment, jjaleness  of  the  countenance,  livid  eye-lids, 
hollow  eges,  itching  of  the  nose,  voracity,  start- 
ings, and  grinding  of  the  teeth  in  sleep  ; and  more 
especially  by  a very  foetid  breath.  Very  frequently, 
however,  they  are  voided  by  the  mouth  and  anus, 
in  which  case  there  is  no  room  for  doubt. 

The  T^NIA,  or  tape  worm,  is  one  of  those 
which  is  most  difficult  to  be  cured.  It  is  of  two 
kinds — TALNIA  SOLIUM,  and  TAENIA  LATA.  The 
description  of  each  is  as  follows: — 

1st.  The  LATA,  long  tape  worm,  or  solitary 
worm,  infests  the  intestines,  and  seems  to  derive 
its  nourishment  from  the  chyle,  that  is  prepared  in 
the  stomach.  This  worm  is  long  and  flat,  and 
composed  of  many  short  rings  (in  the  manner  of 
the  links  of  a chain,  with  a mouth  and  viscera  In 
each  joint)  and  attenuated  to  each  other,  and  has  a 
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kind  of  vein  run  through  its  whole  length,  which  is 
more  or  less  apparent.  Its  body,  which  is  usually  ^ 
several  ells  in  length,  and  flattened  like  a ribband, 
becomes  gradually  narrow  towards  its  upper  ex- 
tremity, and  at  length  terminates  in  a small  thread- 
like appearance,  of  a foot  or  more  in  length,- 
The  body  of  the  worm  extends  itself  throughout 
the  whole  intestinal  canal,  and  often  reaches  even 
to  the  anus.  The  head  mostly  upwards,  and  often 
voided  from  the  stomach  by  the  mouth. 

2ndly.  The  solium,  or  gourd  worm,  re- 
sembles the  former  in  many  particulars,  and  is 
likewise  met  with  in  the  intestines.  It  will  be 
distinguished  from  the  former  by  having  neither 
the  appearance  of  a head,  nor  of  a longitudinal 
vein  : its  rings  are  much  longer  than  those  of  the 
former,  and  are  not  striated  through  their  whole 
length,  being  furnished  by  only  a small  lateral 
prominence.  These  rings  are  easily  detached 
from  each  other,  so  that  they  appear  as  so  many 
distinct*  worms,  which  have  each  of  them  life  and 
motion,  independent  as  it  were  of  the  rest.  The 
reason  of  its  being  so  difficult  to  cure  is,  that 
though  portions  of  it  are  apt  to  break  off  and  be 
discharged,  it  is  endowed  with  a power  of  repro- 
duction, so  that  the  patient  is  little  or  nothing  the 
better.  The  symptoms  are  not  different  from  those 
before  described. 

• In  the  course  of  my  practice  I have  obtained  one,  which  in 
form  and  shape  resembles  a small  root-like  mass,  from  which 
springs  several  white  worms  of  various  lengths  with  sharp  points, 
like  halves  of  the  tores,  which  1 call  the  iivdra,  having  many 
heads.  And  that,  with  other  specimens,  may  be  seen.
